NUMEROUS TOWNS INUNDATED.

Siorx City, la., Jane 25.— The recent 
heavy rains which have visited the 
northw<-st (lui'iii;; tlu' imst ffW ilays 
have coiivciti il tin> Sinnx \ ;illfy info a 
great laki' <if wati-r. 'I'll'' Si( .nx vallev 
is one of the most fertile .sections in this 
region of the country, and is thickly 
settled, numerons towna being soattereU 
thronghout its len^h. 

At this writing it is impossible to esti- 
mate the damage, but it will nm up irit(j 
the hundreds of thotiaands of dollars. 
The great loss arises from the sweeping 
away of houses, bams and cattle, he- 
sides the tremendous luas to the cropti, 
great fields of wheat and corn being to- 
tally destroyeil. 

A'ltliough the floixl came rather sud- 
denly the people in the valley were not 
taken by surprise, as riders were im- 
mediately di.spatched to carry the warn- 
ing. Had the flood oconned in the 
night there would doubtless have been 
great loss of life. 

The overflowing of the banks of the 
Little Sioux and Floyd rivers was the 
primary c auHe of the flood. This whs 
Ktipplcnientetl by a cloudburst at Le- 
mars. la. The combination was an 
irresiHtablf one, aii<l »t Wius not long be- 
fore i)e<>})le in tiie valley wore fleeing to 
places of safety, in many instances driT- 
iiig their cattle l)efore them. 

It is now known though that six per- 
sons met their death in the countrj' 
around about ( 'orrecti«)iiville, and the 
number is rcjhirted increased to eight. 

House/*, biu-ns and outhouses are re- 
ported tiowiug in the Little Sioux past 
Cherokee. No one knows where they 
come from, but are jiresumed to be from 
Southerland. No loss of life is reported 
fr m the up country, Aurelia reiwrtH 
from two to four fe«»t of water in the 
streets. The cellars fl(xidetl, and thou- 
sands of dollars" worth of merchandise 
and hous hold goods are de.stroyed. 

The wagoti bridge over the Sioux, 
south of the town, went out about 10 
o'clock Tuesday night. This was fol- 
lowi>d by all the bouses on the fiat in 
that ]«irtof town, numbering; over loo. 
The number td' i»eople driven from their 
homes WHS ))etwe<'n l.'JOO and l.'itMi. 
The river continued to rise until 3 
o'clock, at that time l)eing ten feet 
higher than was ever known. Kvery 
bridge across the Sioux rivtT. both 
wagon and railroad, are gone between 
hen* and Onawa, aud probably every 
bridge in Cherokee county on the Sioux 
river. 

At Storm I^ake the merchants were 
unable to get inW) their stores on ac- 
count of the water. All passenger and 
freight trafhc west of AureJia has been 
abandoned. The railroad bridge is 
lo(lged in the river lialf a mile bt iow 
town. Material 's being uiuveil rapiiily 
by the railrojid company to repair the 
damage. The eui>erinten(lent of the 
Chicago. St. Paul, MinneaiK>lis and 
Omaha telegraphs that all of the bridsee 
on his line we gone from SbMaa to 
mars. 

Tht flood wave did nol reach Sioux 
C^ity until the morning. It did not conic 
with a rush, but graihially overtlowed 
the banks of the Floyd and extended 
over to Leeds, a manufacturing subiu-b. 
Several of the big factories were sub- 
mer^eil ;ind the suburb now Is Quder 

about two feet of w.iter. 

The Illinois Central si-cms to have 
fared worse from tlie storm. The most 
damage was done at Clierokt'e, aud 
through tlie valley of the Little Sioux 
river, which is nossi'il !)>■ tlie Illinois 
Central at ( 'liei-ok.c. At OluTokee forty 
housi-s ,111(1 l>.iMis on the river bottom 
were swept away aud much stock 
drowsed. 

Heavy Storm iB KauM. 
ToPEKA, Kan., Juie 26.— At 4 o'doek 
yesterday morning the heariest rain- 
gtorm of the season set in at this place 
and continued ontil noon. The Santa 
Fe and Kansas Paolflc roads are washed 
out between here and Lawreface and all 
westbound trains are laid np at Law- 
reaoe waiting until the track is repaired. 
Washouts have also occurred at WHI- 
iamstown. on the Union Padfic and on 
the Sante Fe. The damage to the crops 
will be heavy.

ekntto protect the 
ei^ against possible hardship.

OPPOSED TO A LOTTERY 

To Rltinc S.OOO.OOO Miti'k* to Sii|>|ir< H* the 
Slave Trade in Afri< a, 

London, June 36.— The clergy of the 
Evangelical chnrch, says a Berlin dis- 
patch, are very generally opposed to the 
proposal to raise by lottery 8.0O0,0(K3 
markti for the work of suinurssinf,' tlie 
slave traile in Africa, the ground of op- 
position being that tlie lottery wonld do 
a vast deal of evil in Germany. This 
stand against lottery is a surprise to 
manv, and especially to the government 
officials, who had not counted on 
any sentiment of the kind when the 
idea was suggested. 

It is a fact, however, that for several 
years there has been a steadily growing 
sentiment adverse to all forms of gam- 
bling, including the lottesy, and that 
many of the clergy have repeatedly 
warned their flocks to abstain from buy- 
ing lottery tickets. The sale of sue h 
tickets is, however, still extensive in 
Bertin and the large cities in Germany, 
and is said to be a leading cause of pov- 
erty among the working classes. 

In the army the soldiers invest a lartre 
portion of their pay in lotteries, altliou^li 
very few ever win prizes. A good deal 
of wonder is expressed that the kaiser 
shotdd favcn- a lottery for any object, as 
he hits set hitnself severely air.iinst gam- 
bling, and only last week iniotid to 
Count M' llieiLC a remark of the great 
Napoleon to Die effect that he could not 
trubt any one who gambled. There i 
also a feeling that the money to be raised 
is to be TLsed really for the iulvuMcenient 
of German power in Africa under the 
pretext of putting down slavery.
